A former aide to Los Angeles City Councilman Jose Huizar has agreed to a settlement ending the 
sexual harassment case against her former boss - without obtaining a payout from the city, the parties 
said Wednesday.. 

Rob Wilcox, spokesman for City Atty. Mike Feuer, said the city will pay "no money" to resolve the case 
filed last year by Francine Godoy, Huizar's former deputy chief of staff. 
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A Huizar representative would not say whether the councilman personally paid Godoy to end the case. 

"I really can't answer that question," said Robert Alaniz, a spokesman for Huizar's lawyer, Dennis Walsh. 

Godoy's lawsuit alleged Huizar had retaliated against her after she refused to provide him with "sexual 
favors." Huizar called those allegations false but said he did engage in an extramarital affair with Godoy. 

Had the city paid a financial settlement in the case, its terms would have become public. Private 
settlements need not be disclosed and often require the parties to promise never to discuss the details. 
Wilcox said he does not know whether Huizar made a private payment to settle the lawsuit. 

Taxpayers are already on the hook for Huizar's legal fees. The council voted in April to authorize up to 
$200,000 in payments to Huizar's law firm and it was not clear Wednesday whether that limit had been 
reached. 

The settlement was announced Wednesday, a day before a scheduled hearing on a court order that 
allowed certain documents in Godoy's case to be designated as confidential. The Los Angeles Times 
had challenged the order, saying it was overly broad. 


Both Huizar and Godoy's attorney, Michael Eisenberg, released a statement saying all parties had 
reached "a global" settlement. 

"The lawsuit's been dismissed against all parties," Eisenberg said. "And the parties are moving forward 
and will not discuss the matter any further." 

Huizar is running for his third and final four-year term on the council. He has four opponents so far, 
including termed-out Los Angeles County Supervisor Gloria Molina, a political veteran who has 
previously served on the council and in the state Assembly. 


Godoy, who is now employed by the city's Bureau of Sanitation, worked for Huizar from 2006 to 2013. 
During that time, her annual salary grew from about $47,000 to more than $132,000, according to 
personnel department officials. 

In her lawsuit, Godoy had accused Huizar of denying her promotions, forcing her to transfer and 
pressuring her to quit. She also contended that the councilman had sabotaged her attempt to run for the 
Los Angeles Community College District's board of trustees in 2012. 

Those allegations triggered an investigation by a five-member special committee overseen by the city's 
Personnel Department. Godoy refused to participate in that probe; her lawyer called the process "fatally 
tainted." 

The panel later issued a report saying that investigators lacked evidence to support Godoy's allegations 
that discrimination and retaliation took place. However, the committee did find that Godoy "received 
monetary raises, multiple times, at a faster rate" than most other staffers in Huizar's office.

LEGISLATIVE UPDATE 
Economic Report 2014 

The Los Angeles Area Chamber of Commerce gave a report to the City Council titled, "2014 Los 
Angeles City Council Districts Economic Report". The report was conducted by the L.A. Area Chamber 
and Beacon Economics, which is the fifth study to look at economic trends by Council districts. 

According to the report, the First District encountered a positive private employment growth at 4% 
increase for 2013 with additional jobs added to the district from 2012. Gross business receipts increased 
by 11.8% from the previous year, which is the fourth highest in the city. 

Mes de Salud - Health Awareness with the Mexican Consul 

This week we kicked off with at City Council, El Mes de Salud 2104 and honored all of the hard work the 
Los Angeles Mexican Consul, who hosts 13 health fairs serving over 50,000 residents this month. The 
Consul has been doing outreach to the Spanish speaking community for six years to educate about 
health resources available to them. 


Dfa de Latinoamerica 

A couple of months ago we were approached by a coalition of Latin American Consul Generals with a 
concept to celebrate during Latino Heritage month, Dia de Latinoamerica. Los Angeles is a one of the 
most diverse cities in the world, a gateway for Latin American Countries. We have the highest 
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and political landscape. 

Therefore, in recognition and to celebrate the many contributions of all Latinos, I introduced a motion in 
city council that establishes every first Saturday of the month October will be known as Dfa de 
Latinoamerica in the city of Los Angeles. I was joined by 12 Consul Generals representing Argentina, 
Bolivia, Costa Rica, Ecuador, El Salvador, Guatemala, Honduras, Mexico, Nicaragua, Peru, Dominican

their driver license. On January 1, 2015 will be able to apply, test, and get a California driver license. 


Kenny Washington Memorial Game IV 

On Friday September 26, it was a pleasure to celebrate the fourth annual Kenny Washington Memorial 
Game at Abraham Lincoln High School with this year's theme "Honoring Our Tiger Veterans". The 
Kenny Washington Stadium Foundation honors the legacy of Kenny Washington, an African American 
local sports hero, who led the Lincoln High School Tigers to City Championships in baseball and football 
in 1935. He then attended UCLA and became the Bruins’ first football All-American and the first to have 
a UCLA football jersey retired in his honor (#13). 

Despite a stellar college career, Washington was denied entry into the National Football League due to 
the color of his skin until in 1946, when the Los Angeles Rams signed him to a contract making him the 
first African-American player. 

During halftime, we honored EastWest Bank, Enrique “Kiki” Castillo, Sadeo Munemori- Posthumously, 
Yoshisuke”Jake”Kunitomi for their contributions to our community and country. The highlight for the team 
and fans was the unveiling of a bronze tiger statue provided by the Kenny Washington Stadium 
Foundation to the school. 

Chinatown Service Center Gala 

Last Friday, Team Cedillo attended the Chinatown Service Center Gala. It was a remarkable evening in 
Downtown Los Angeles where Chinatown leaders and community organizations came together to raise 
funds for an outstanding cause. The Chinatown Service Center has been providing essential health and 
human services to our communities since 1971. We are honored to have them in the First District. 


Fire Station 12 Street Repair 

We worked with the Bureau of Street Services to coordinate the repair and resurfacing of the alley 
between Avenue 59 and 60. The alley was a major public safety concern for our colleagues in Fire 
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Station 12 and we wanted to address this concern that may affect fire service to our residents. Team 
Cedillo also took a tour of Fire Station 12 and had lunch with crew members from street services and the 
fire station. 

CERT Disaster Drill Training 

This past Saturday, we certified CERT leaders from Mt. Washington, Montecito Hts., Sycamore Grove 
and Lincoln Hts. at the Montecito Heights Recreation Center, who completed their supplemental training. 
Participants learned how to transport victims, use different methods of communication and practice as 
search and rescue teams.

COMMUNITY NEWS 
Handyworker Program 

The Handyworker Program provides free minor home repairs for low-income seniors and disabled 
persons who own and occupy a single family home in the City of Los Angeles. 

Homeowners must be 62 years old or have a disability, have an income that is less than the required 
maximum (see flyer). The repairs address safety and habitability concerns, including doors, windows, 
flooring, faucets, sinks, toilets, water heater, light fixtures, electrical outlets, railings, smoke detectors, 
carbon monoxide detectors, rain gutters and painting. 

The Program also provides for the installation of safety and security devices for eligible homeowners 
and renters. Participants must be 62 years or older or disabled, have an income that is less than the 
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required maximum.
